Commerce Students Venture into New Territory 



Since 1985, third-year stu- 
dents registered in Laurentian Uni- 
versity's Honours Bachelor of Com- 
merce Program are required to de- 
velop a Venture Creation Project as 
part of their Marketing Management 
course. 

As part of the competition, 
student teams generated a business 
concept, and researched its market 
feasibility. They were required to re- 
search all aspects of venture creation, 
including identification of sources of 
capital funding; premises and fixtures 
acquisition; financial, production, 
and staff planning; as well as legal 
ramifications. The plans were devel- 
oped to the extent that, should fund- 
ing be forthcoming, they could im- 
mediately proceed to start up as a 
venture. 

On Friday, April 6, from 9 



a.m. to 12 noon, in room F441 of 
Laurentian University's Fraser Build- 
ing, the three finalist groups will 
present their business plan proposal, 
including a comprehensive market- 
ing plan, to their class peers and to a 
panel of external judges. The finalist 
venture projects are a novelty ball 
item "Busy Ball," a website 
SudburyScene.com, and a baby care 
aid "Baby Go Gear." The winning 
groups will be announced at noon. 

As was the case last year, the 
top two teams will be rewarded for 
their efforts, thanks to support from 
the Society of Management Account- 
ants of Ontario, which has provided 
$90,000 in funding to Laurentian 
University's School of Commerce 
and Administration over a three-year 
period. The top student team will re- 
ceive a cash award of $500, while the 



second-place team will be awarded 
$250. The School of Commerce and 
Administration has also greatly ben- 
efited from its continued partnership 
with the Sudbury Regional Develop- 
ment Corporation.

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of Governors

I had the "unique" opportu- 
nity to be in attendance Friday when 
this university's illustrious President 
met with the Political Science De- 
partment to discuss issues. Watters 
promised, among other things, the 
Food Services would become "bet- 
ter," in keeping with LIT s vision 
statement. Watters manages (in gen- 
eral) to promise a lot, yet he never 
mentions when he will do something 
or by when we will have an answer. 

To acknowledge another 
promise, here is the university' s vi- 
sion statement, directly off the 
website: "Ontario's most innovative 
university by the year 2003," where 
"innovation is defined as being: First, 
Creative, Unique, Better." Hey Jean, 
you know how lagging sports teams 
get "better?" They replace their lead- 
ers; check out how Laurentian did in 
the latest Maclean * s survey: 1 7th of 
21 , down two positions from last year 
and overtaken by Brock and 
Nipissing! As one student wrote of 
the University of Calgary , "Small 
class sizes, a well-stocked library and 
financial support for students will 
always be the foundations of a qual- 
ity learning institution." Sounds like 
LU 's Administration has one of three 
right (the small class sizes). 

In the latest Maclean's 
rankings, LU's small class sizes were 
ranked as "hot," yet Watters prom- 



ises to merge classes for lack of en- 
rolment. Contrary to this, his website 
boasts of accomplishments out West: 
"From 1 984 to 1 988, Dr. Watters was 
Executive Director of Continuing 
Education at the Faculte Saint- Jean 
of the University of Alberta. During 
his term, registrations went from 400 
to 5,000 learners a year." Why the de- 
clining enrolment here? Why can he 
not seem to carry over this unbridled 
success to little Laurentian? Is he 
burnt out? Seems he has a lot of ex- 
plaining to do and I don't mean the 
typical Liberal answer of, "we have 
a committee working on it." That' s 
such an easy way out and I'm tired 
of hearing it. Just like Jean at the fed- 
eral level, Jean here rarely can give 
an answer, much less a definitive an- 
swer. 

Since my last writing I man- 
aged to find how much money sev- 
eral of this university' s Administra- 
tion make. In the April 2 Sudbury 
Star is a list of those in the public 
sector in Sudbury who make over 
$100,000. Second on the list is Dr 
Jean Watters at a hair under $200K: 
$184,534 plus an additional 
$15,218.44 in taxable benefits. Not 
bad; at roughly $4,000 in tuition per 
student, 50 students* tuition goes to 
his salary alone, not to mention his 
waves of VPs. Anybody remember 
Lee lacocca of Chrysler fame? He 
took over Chrysler in trouble and 



vowed to take $1 per year in salary 
until he turned the company around. 
Talk about performance-based pay! 
Wow, too bad Jean and Co. can't do 
that too. 

A real problem I have is the 
Board of Governors, mentioned ear- 
lier. This is the group of dinosaurs 
who decide how to spend our money, 
but to their credit are not paid 
(openly). According to the website, 
both Watters and Andrew Vujnovich 
are listed twice as voting members; 
do they get two votes? At the same 
time, student and faculty representa- 
tives do not get votes, even though 
they are more involved in this uni- 
versity's goings-on than is Jean. 
Watters should move his office to 
New Sudbury , as he is just as inac- 
cessible on the third floor of the 
Parker Building. Within Administra- 
tion, 3 Vice-Presidents also made the 
$100K list: Ron Chrysler, VP Admin, 
at $129,986.52 plus $310.85; Doug 
Parker, VP Academic (Anglophone 
Affairs), at $124,950, plus $310.85; 
and Andre Roberge, VP Academic 
(Francophone Affairs and L 
'OrignalDechaine supporter), at 
$1 12,200 plus $307.94. Most mind- 
blowing however is that the Execu- 
tive Director of LU Public Affairs, 
on stress leave, is still drawing full 
pay! Sign me up for an Admin, posi- 
tion fast!

We will 
also be committed to developing an 
institutional culture which expresses 
to students that they are highly val- 
ued. To demonstrate and to ensure the 
strength of our dedication to students, 
Laurentian pledges the following: 

1. To uphold the basic rights of stu- 
dents, to respect and allow the free- 
dom of expression of their ideas, and 
within the context of the Laurentian 
University of Sudbury Act, to sup- 
port their cultural and linguistic com- 
munities; 

2. To provide fairness and high qual- 
ity in the services which are offered 
to students, whether academic, ad- 
ministrative, supportive, or personal; 

3. To develop and maintain an envi- 
ronment which will support students 
as they seek to meet the challenges 
of high academic standards, which 
will promote full selfdevelopment 
and independence, and which will be 
designed to help students set and 
meet their goals; 

4. To facilitate regular, frequent, and 
substantive communication between 



students and the University, by pro- 
viding mechanism through which the 
student voice can be heard, by includ- 
ing students in its decision-making 
processes, and by good and clear 
communication in its various publi- 
cations; and 

5. To monitor the academic, social, 
and cultural environment of students, 
in order to identify and remove bar- 
riers which prevent Laurentian from 
fulfilling its commitment as stated 
herein. 

Adopted by Senate on January 18, 
1 996 and by the Board of Governors ' 
on February 13, 1996

This university needs a major 
overhaul if it is to even halt its slide 
into oblivion. In my four years here 
in Sudbury I have seen a disgusting 
decline in the quality of this institu- 
tion, a slide attributable to this 
school's lack of direction. 

For starters, among services 
which must be improved are food 
"service," the Registrar, among the 
rudest of anybody here, more flex- 
ible hours at the library, although the 
reading room is open, not to mention 
the availability of resources on cam- 
pus in general. I am in the Political 
Science stream here and this Depart- 
ment has not had any new additions 
in two years, maybe more. Why not? 
Scholarly items such as books and 
magazines are expensive, and to even 
approach satisfactory readings is to 
go heavily into debt. The Department 
bought materials and had to borrow 
from its future, i.e. it cost die Depart- 
ment several years' "allowance" to 
pay for a handful of books. If the li- 
brary hadn *t had the generous dona- 
tion of materials donated by the es- 
tate of a recently deceased professor, 
the PoliSci "section" would be even 
worse off. 

Not only are materials for 
Political and Social Sciences severely 
lacking, they are lacking in every 
department and field. I wonder where 



all the money this university collects 
is going to, as it sure isn't being rein- 
vested in the students. I am not the 
only one on campus to notice the 
climbing number of VP positions in 
this Administration, reminding me of 
certain federal leaders (i.e. Briaaand 
Jean) who pad the Senate to ensure 
their bills are passed. These are pa- 
tronage appointments, plain and sim- 
ple. I am certain that if there was even 
1 less VP, those generous funds 
would be more than sufficient to buy 
every possible subscription to every 
possible magazine for every possible 
department and field at Laurentian. 
Does anybody know how much the 
VPs make? I'll bet it's close to what 
"populist" leaders such as Buzz 
Hargrove and Alexa McDonough 
make. 

What this university also 
needs to do is to eliminate monopo- 
lies on campus. I wrote about this last 
year already and am targeting Coca- 
Cola and Marriott. Coca-Cola has an 
exclusive contract with LU to have 
only its machines scattered through- 
out campus, in return for giving the 
Administration money. What is dis- 
appointing is that where there is a 
choice, Pepsi outsells Coke, espe- 
cially here in Northern Ontario. 

A similar thing has happened 
with the advertisements around cam- 
pus. As far as I could tell in my dis- 



cussions with several high-level in- 
telligentsia, the SGA entered into a 
deal with Zoom Media only after LU 
had initially rebuffed them. Zoom 
had indeed approached LU first, but 
Ray Coutu, this Administration's 
Purchasing Agent, demanded too 
much in return for the ad space. To 
make a long story short, the Admin- 
istration now collects revenue from 
all ads on campus, except for ads in 
the Student Centre, which goes to the 
SGA and Pub, and ad money in the 
Phys Ed building which goes to Ath- 
letics. It was recently announced at 
an SGA Board Meeting that the LU 
Board of Governors was in negotia- 
tions with a Falconbridge VP and 
considered taking him on. Taking a 
Falconbridge VP into LU' s policy- 
making process is just as bad as had 
LU taken in a unionist or striker. 
While the Board of Governors is not 
paid for their "work," the power they 
wield over all matters financial here 
is unsettling. The Board of Governors 
has final approval of anything finan- 
cial, including the budget, but the 
point I'm trying to make is mat this 
university is not supposed to take 
sides, especially of corporations over 
unions in the recently -ended strike; 
after all, many students here at LU 
are in some way connected to the 
mining business and institutions of 
higher learning are supposed to re- 
main politically unaligned. In Octo- 
ber, this Administration bought a ta- 
ble at a Mike Harris fund-raising din- 
ner, hence the title PCU, or (Ontario) 
Progressive Conservative University, 
and definitely not politically correct. 
If Dr Watters wants a way to save 
money (he's always open to student 
suggestions, he says), he should not 
throw our money away like that. Did 
that contribution get us students any 
lower tuition? 



Another thorn in this univer- 
sity's reputation is its cutting back of 
important programmes. Not only 
does Administration cut all fields, but 
it is also cutting geology and other 
earth sciences, right here in Sudbury! 
There is no better place in Canada to 
learn about planet earth than here, yet 
less and less options are available. 
Imagine if UBC cut oceanography 
studies, or if U of Calgary cut oil- 
drilling programmes; there would be 
outrage! With a reduction in geology, 
who, pray tell, will graduate and 
work across the street in the nearly 
empty Willet Green Miller Centre for 
the government? 

Yet another turn for the worse 
is the ill-preparedness of the coming 
"double cohort." While enrolment 
here is dramatically declining, and 
while all other universities plan on 
receiving a first year group twice as 
large as normal, LU is only prepar- 
ing to receive a larger than normal 
amount, hence calling it an "en- 
hanced cohort." The residences seem 
to be the most prepared; Huntington 
sure has enough empty rooms, but 
LU itself is not prepared. (Their of- 
ficial line is that they are. Prove me 
wrong, Jean and team!) 

In my opinion, as this univer- 
sity realises declining enrolment and 
hence declining tuition and other 
fees, there should not be more expen- 
ditures. We saw this with the NDP in 
Ontario in the early 1 990s; they were 
spending money they didn't have. Dr 
Watters should not be hiring more 



Administration and slashing pro- 
grammes as income decreases; if 
anything, he should be hiring more 
professors and teaching assistants. In 
lesser countries this would be titled, 
fairly, a dictatorship. Our Public Re- 
lations Officer is on stress leave and 
her position is vacant. This means 
that the university does not care to 
defend itself in increasingly negative 
press. At Friday's Athletic Banquet 
there was no reporter from any news- 
paper, and Peter Williams (ex-MCTV 
clown) was just awful. One final note 
while I'm discussing Athletics. I ap- 
prove of the women's soccer team, 
but why the hell was a Voyageur 
Award handed out to them? All other 
recipients have been here at least 
three years, as Laurentian athletes, 
yet the recently cut Hockey team was 
not handed any awards? Way to go 
Pat Pickard. The only person who 
seems in charge in that building re- 
mains behind the scenes (I'm not 
naming him), symbolising this uni- 
versity's lack of leadership. 

This university desperately 
needs direction, and good people on 
the front lines. Watters walked into 
the Athletic Banquet on Friday as if 
he were Napoleon or Pol Pot (al- 
though not yet as violent), and 
handed out awards coaches should 
have given their team members 
they've helped develop, not by some 
university President who cheats at 
weights. Anybody seen Watters and 
"partner" working chest? That show 
should be on tour!

The Legend of Drunken Master 
...now on DVD

Jackie movies are not for eve- 
ryone. This concept I am well aware 
of. Very few of my friends appreci- 
ate or understand the beauty of Hong 
Kong Kung Fu films. To me, the 
appeal is most obvious; I've been an 
admirer of Chan and the Kung Fu 
genre for quite some time, and Leg- 
end of Drunken Master only serves 
to fuel my fondness to an even 
greater degree. 

The Legend of Drunken Mas- 
ter, like most of the new Jackie films, 
is a re-release. It's been available in 
Asia since its theatrical release in 
1 994. Like Chan's last few releases, 
The Legend of Drunken Master capi- 
tal izes on the success Rumble in the 
Bronx, his theatrical introduction to 
North America. The original title is 
Jui kuen II, meaning Drunken Mas- 
ter 2. It's a sequel to the 1978 film 
that made Jackie a star in Asia, but 
not among the rabid squirrel com- 
munity. 

The plot is a familiar one; in 
fact, I've essentially seen this movie 
before. Chan's early career brought 
us a score of Bruce Lee-like Kung 
Fu flicks that focus on the "Country 
Bumpkin" character. This usually 
involves Chan portraying some use- 
less country buffoon who suffers a 
great injustice and thus must learn 
the secret arts of Kung Fu to achieve 
vengeance. In the case of The Leg- 
end of the Drunken Master, Chan 
plays a simple country boy named 
Wong Fei-hong, who happens to be 
well trained in Kung Fu, and more 
specifically, drunken boxing. Like 
many of his other movies, Chan must 
fight to save his town, or in this case, 
prevent a group of foreigners from 
exporting all of the town's ancient 
artifacts. How does Wong Fei-hong 
deliver justice? Survey says! — a 
healthy dosage of drunken boxing. 

Drunken boxing is the most 
bizarre style of fighting that I've ever 
seen. The style's title is to be taken 
literally: consuming alcohol makes 
Chan a deadly opponent. As you can 
well imagine, this idea provides a 
wholly unique and hilarious form of 
entertainment. In many of die fight 
sequences, Wong Fei-hong imbibes 
massive quantities of alcohol to im- 
prove his performance. In a funny 
scene, Wong Fei-hong's mother, 



played by Asian star Anita Mui, steals 
a half a dozen bottles of hard alcohol 
and tosses them to her step-son. 
Wong Fei-hong drinks nearly all of 
them and becomes an undef eatable 
opponent. "Drinking gives Her- 
culean strength!" he says. Sound fa- 
miliar? It's sort of a tribute to 
Popeye, but instead of spinach as the 
catalyst for "Herculean strength," 
Wong Fei-hong puts back a few 
26'ers of Vodka and Jack Daniels. 

You'll notice some strange, 
gravity defying movements in this 
movie, not unlike those found in most 
of Jet Li's movies, or last year's best 
film, Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon. I find it somewhat amus- 
ing mat North America is so amazed 
with this "new" technique of 
wirework. It seems that ever since 
The Matrix hit the silver screen, 
wirework has become indispensable 
to the movie industry. It's popped 
up in domestic films like Charlie's 
Angels, M.I-2, Romeo Must Die, and, 
more recently, Exit Wounds. Well, 
The Legend of Drunken Master 
shows just how old and proven the 
technique really is. 

Normally, I prefer Chan's 
more natural style of "real physics" 
Kung Fu compared to Jet Li's shame- 
less use of obvious wire-assisted ac- 
tion. (Chan does employ the wire in 
almost every movie, just more sub- 
tly than Li.) The Legend of Drunken 
Master pushes reality to the max with 
some of the incredible kicks, flips, 
and dives. The movie does manage 
to stay, however, within die confines 
of reality, without fazing the skeptics 
too much. Like The Matrix and 
Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon, 
you must let go of your conceptions 
of physics, suspend disbelief, sit 
back, and enjoy. 

I won't bother summarizing 
the plot — it's merely a clothesline on 
which the glorious action sequences 
are hung. When there is no fighting 
going on, you'll be biting your nails 
in anticipation of the next melee. 
These movies are so familiar to me 
that whenever the characters enter a 
tavern, I rub my hands together, con- 
fidently awaiting what is sure to be 
an awesome Kung Fu-fest. Jackie 
moves so fast in mis movie that I'd 
swear the actors in The Matrix were 
moving in slow motion — I'm not kid- 
ding. 



Aside from Chan's super- 
natural acrobatic ability and his dare- 
devil attitude towards getting the 
perfect shot, regardless of the dan- 
ger involved in some of his stunts, 
he emits a seductive charm that 
forces us to sympathize with him. 
Whether he's grimacing at getting 
kicked in the shin, or desperately 
swatting at his clothes when they 
catch on fire, his facial expressions 
insist that he's just a regular guy 
caught up in strange circumstances. 
(Oh, yeah, and he just happens to 
know a little Kung Fu.) Also, Chan's 
characters never seem to have a firm 
grip on the situations they find them- 
selves in. He's always fighting of 
hordes of bad guys — impressive, no 
doubt — and there's always that look 
of desperation in his eyes when he 
realizes he's in over his head. 

I've rarely seen an audience, 
bom at my house or in the theater, 
respond positively to Jackie Chan's 
movies. When the audience does re- 
spond, it's usually to die Hollywood 
titles — namely, Rush Hour and 
Shanghai Noon. Bom are great mov- 
ies, but are successful not because of 
Chan's complex abilities as a superb 
martial artist and stuntman. Rather, 
they succeed because they are not 
dubbed, and because the humour is 
American, not Chinese. 

Hong Kong movies don't 
come around much — especially on 
DVD. Most foreign film takes its 
time getting to North America, and 
Chan's movies are no exception. I'm 
a collector, and I've only been able 
to purchase around 30 of his movies 
without leaving Sudbury. Chan has 
starred in well over 50 films. 

I recommend The Legend 
of Drunken Master because the fight 
sequences are breathtaking and the 
stunts are awe inspiring. This movie 
was so much fun, even though the 
dialogue was laughable, and dubbing 
cartoonish. I have a fascination with 
foreign culture, most especially, 
Asian culture. If you don't like 
Jackie Chan's unique abilities, and 
have no interest in foreign culture, 
you probably won't like this movie. 
But if you like Chan, dig Kung Fu, 
support rabid squirrels, and are cap- 
tivated by foreign culture, strap your- 
self in, because this is most likely the 
finest Kung Fu Komedy film ever.
